fraud. 
Inform ation 
regarding 
exam ina­ 
tions for th*1 United States civil ser­ 
vice may be obtained from the boards 
of United States civil service exam­ 
iners. 
T here is such a lioard in each 
community which has a post office 
of Hie first or second class. 
In near­ 
ly all cities the civil service board is 
located a t the post office. 
Before paying money for tuition, or 
signing a contract, it is advisable to 
m ake inquiry concerning the prospect 
of examinations. 
There is nm son to 
believe that 
agents of some schools 
deceive as to th** probability of early 
e x a m in a t ions. 
No school has advance information 
regarding the need for employees or 
i ho probabilit.\ of examin at ions.

The closing petition of the Lord's 
prayer 
is 
full of significance. 
It 
means that there is perpetual danger 
against which the Christian needs to 
be on his guard. 
The exact meaning 
of the first part of the petition has 
much been disputed. One of the most 
fruitful suggestions 
is 
that 
in the 
original 
Aminic 
the words 
meant. 
"Cause us not to be brought into the 
tribulation.” 
In the thought of the 
time, 
"the 
tribulation” 
meant 
the 
period of stress and strain which it 
was believed would precede the com­ 
ing of the kingdom. 
Satan, or “the 
evil one,” would be unusually active, 
doing 
his 
best 
to 
overwhelm the 
faithful. 
The 
word 
"but” 
in 
the 
same petition has a very strong ad­ 
versative sense. 
The whole petition 
could lie paraphrased to read : "Cause 
us not to l*J brought into the tribula­ 
tion, but if the tribulation must be, 
then hell* us to endure it so that the 
evil one may not triumph.’’ 
There is 
never a time when the jietition with 
that meaning does not need to be of­ 
fered. 
The danger is that the tribu­ 
lation will bf* too much for us. 
Our 
failure means the triumph of Satan 
and the defeat of the kingdom. 
On 
the other hand, our persistent endur­ 
ance means that the kingdom gains 
and Satan loses. 
The secret of that 
persistent endurance in the face of an 
unfriendly 
world 
is 
therefore 
the 
secret of the kingdom’s advance. 
No man ever endured who did not 
pray. 
There is, 
indeed, a kind of 
Mtoic endurance which grits its teeth, 
and iii the spirit of W. E. Henley’s 
Invictus. mutters. "I am the master 
of my fate.” 
But, admirable though 
such a spirit may Ik* from one point 
of view, it does not attain a complete 
triumph. 
There is no yielding, but 
neither 
is 
there 
any exhilaration. 
There is no sense of a partnership 
with 
God 
whereby 
the 
tribulation 
loses its terror and is seen rather as 
a 
possible means of 
grace. 
Jams 
said, "Pray to the Fattier,” wit ii tin* 
stress on the word "Father” 
He did 
not say, 
“Accept 
unflinchingly 
the 
buffetings 
of an 
impersonal 
fate.” 
But are we to wait for the tribulation 
before we pray? 
That is what many 
do, Tmt it is not the Christian way.
